Ball Fails To Get More County Funds 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, March 25, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and heard 
County Health Officer Kenneth 
Ball report that cutbacks would 
have to be made in the County 
Health Department by March 5 
or the department would face 
the possibility of being shut 
down. 


“‘We lack $34,000 in our 
budget to continue the present 
services,’ said Ball, ‘‘and it 
leaves us with two alternatives 
---1, Begin to cut back services, 
and 2.Continue all the existing 
programs until funds run out 
and then shut down. We must 
make cutbacks by March 5 that 
will save us $35,000, arfd that 
means terminating programs 
and laying off 4 or S employees. 
We will try to keep our most 
important programs active and 
serve the people the best we 
can."’ 


Ball met with the Commis- 
sion back on February 11, and 
asked them to impose a 3-mil Ad 
Valorem tax to raise money for 
his department. The Com- 
mission failed to vote in the tax, 
and this non-action resulted in 
Ball’s appearance this week. 


‘The. total cost of operating 
the Health Department is 
$952,000 annually,’’ added Ball, 

. ‘and the local funding is only 
$16,000. I have looked high and 
low for Federal matching funds, 
and they just can’t be found. If 
the county can’t give us some 
money, we have no choice but to 
cut services.’” 


In an unrelated matter, Ball 
stated that 450 residents may 
soon face prosecution for violat- 
ing Health Department regula- 
tions on the disposal of solid 
waste. 


‘*‘We are ready to mail 450 
certified letters to county resi- 
dents that are violating the 
regulations,’’ stated Ball, ‘‘and 
they will then have 14 days to 
act or face prosecution. County 
residents have 3 choices con-

Have you ever really thought 
about labels? If a nurserman 
hung rose labels on petunias 
and dandelions, it would not 
make them roses. We like 
labels. It saves us the trouble of 
thinking. Many people are 
called democrats or republicans 
without knowing what the label 
means. A person may have the 
label ‘‘success" if he’s made a 
lot of money even if his life is a 
colossal failure, 

A vague, catch-all label is 
*‘Christian.’" Most people, if, 
asked, ‘Are you a cnristian’”’ 
Find it easy to answer, ‘‘yes."’ 
That's because the label 
includes: 

A. Hereditary Christians. 
(People whose parents were 
chirstians and who think they 
are also, They may even attend 
church occasionally, or even 
regularly-especially the church 
of their parents.) 

B. Ethical Christians. 
(People who are good. They live 
decent lives and want others to 
do so, too. They like the golden 
rule that Jesus taught. They 
think that doing one's best is all 
anyone can expect.) 

C. Cultural Christians. 
(People who live in a christian 
community or nation. They like 
the music and the ceremonies- 
especially to get married or 
buried with.) 

D. Social Christians. (People 
who like to meet thier friends at 
church, like their children to 
make proper friends, and like 
the social activities, Business- 
men find it’s good for business.) 

E. True Christians. (People 
who believe that Christ Jesus is 
God's son who died on the cross 
to save them and accept him as 
*their Master and Lord.) 

This last group may also 
have christian parents, try to 
lead decent lives, go to church, 
and enjoy christian clutures and 
social activities. But they realize 
that none of these things makes 


& person a christian. A christian 
has experienced such a total 
change that it is called being 
born again. 

If you are such a person, it 
does not matter what labels 
others put on you. If you are not 
such a person, no label will 
help. Accept in simple faith the

Mrs. Grimes recalls that she 
began her teaching career at the 
tender age of 16, and her first 
school was Vanderbilt, which we 
wager a lot of you don’t know 
the location, but you older folks 
will recall that it was located 
east of Victoria.

NEW BAIT 

I mentioned a new rat poison 
Talon a few days ago. I feel 
certain that some ot our farm 
supply places will be getting 
some of this material in. 

Talon is an anticoagulant 
similar to the Warfarin which 
has been used for years. The 
difference is that Talon will 
work with only a single feeding 
of 2 grams of pellet bait In 


addition, Talon is effective on 
rats which have become resist- 
ant to the other bait poisons. 

In Lee County an extremely 
large population of Norway rats 
around open grain bins showed 
4.90% reduction after Talon bait 
was used for three days and 
removed. An additional five 
davs of feeding almost com- 
pletely eliminated the entire

New Peanut 
Loans Announced 


Coffee County farmers will 
be eligible for a national ave- 
rage support level of $455 per 
short ton for their 1980 crop 
quota peanuts. Rollan Day, 
Chairperson of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) committee, said local 
producers would also be eligible 
for $250 per short ton support on 
peanuts produced above their 
quotas. 

Legislation requires a two- 
tier price support level for quota 
and additional (non-quota) pea- 
nuts. 

The 1980 loan rate for quota 
peanuts i¢ $35 more than the 
1979 level and the additional 
rate is $50 lower. ‘'The increase 
in the quota price support level 
is based on rising production

costs,’’ Day said, ‘It was 
necessary to lower the support 
level for additional peanuts 


because the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) expects 
1980 peanut oil and meal prices 
to be lower, The additional 
support level is based on 
estimated export and domestic 
demand for peanuts and peanut 
oil and meal,’’ he said. 

Under the peanut price 
support program, farms are 
assigned an acreage allotment 
and a poundage quota, Peanuts 
grown on allotted acres and 
within the farm's poundage 
quota are considered quota 
peanuts. Those grown on 
allotted acres, but in excess of 
the farm’s quota, are additional 
peanuts.
